Ha had a 
ftno breadth of chest; long, woll- 
shaped, and very strong arms; a 
broad, largo hand, with a grasp like 
a vise, and very straight, well-round- 
ed lower limbs. 
Ho had a largo 


head, sot on a strong full nock, with a 
commanding carriage. His hair was 
brown, or dark auburn; his oyos a 
grayish blue, set far apart, and his 
complexion ruddy or florid. 
Stuart, 


who paiutod him, declares that tho 
sockets of his oyos wore larger than 
ho had ever met with before, and the 
upper part of his nose broader and 
fuller. All of his features wore in- 
dicative of the strongest passions, al- 
though his judgment and great solf- 
oommand made him seem different in 
tho eyes of the world, Ho appeared 
with great dignity in any position, 
cither sitting, standing or walking; 
but ho was a bold, expert rider, and 
never looked bettor than on a fiery 
horse, whom ho always kept perfectly 
under his control. Ho was diffident 
on occasions, but never abashed or 
ungraceful, and his personal pres- 
ence always inspired confidence and 
respect, 
We have gathered those 


particulars from a dozen different au- 
thentic records, without finding any- 
thing liko a satisfactory description 
in one of them,"

Somo twenty years ago chufa was 


extensively advertised 
throughout 


tlio Wost. Its wonderful productive- 
ness was heralded far and near, nutil 
tho farmers made trials of it and 
found that tho now and much landed 
plant produced a minute 
tuber, 


about tho sine of an ordinary domes- 
tie beau; forming from an inch to an 
inch and a half below the surface of 
tho soil. It is, in fact, a littlo pota- 
to, having on a small scale tho samo 
development of oyos, from which 
thoy grow and multiply, a shoot 
coming np from tho planted tuber 
runs a fow inches along tho surface 
goes into tho ground and forms a 
liko tuber, and so on indefinitely.

Tlio Piutos dig them for 
food in seasons when pine nuts aro 
scarce, and a squaw, by working in- 
dustriously whore thoy arc as thick in 
tho soil as thoy can grow, does well 
to got throo pounds in a day's work, 
Truly if enough could bo harvested 
to fatten a largo hog, that animal 
would have tho elements of yaluo in 
his precious body, Wouldn't it make 
some of our farmers dance jigtt on 
their heads to send for eluifa seeds 
and wake np to a realization of tho 
faot that they had bought moro ta- 
booso?
